When 
the rebellion was over he was in Eng- 
land, and Secretary Seward proclaim- 
ed to the British Government that 
Waddell was a pirate and should be 
treated as such.

THE »HENANDOAH. 


An tnterview with Captain Waddell 
—an Eventtul Cruse. 

Captain James T. Waddell, com- 
mander of the Pucific Mail Com- 
pany’s newest and mést beautiful 
steamer—the City of San Francisco— 
carries about in his person a very 
large volume of unwritten history. 
He was not exactly born a seaman, 
like Admiral Perter, but he was edu- 
cated for that profession at the Na- 
tional Naval Academy at Annapolis, 
aud has made seamanship the profes- 
sion of his life. After his graduation 
from Annapolis in 1847, he served 
continuously in the United States

navy until the breaking out of the war 
the rebellion in 1861. During that 
period he was stationed at San Fran- 
cisco for several months, iu 1859, end- 
ing that particular service by sailing 
in the United States steamer Saginaw, 
then just built at Mare Island. He 
then ranked as Second Lieutenant.

Lieutenant Waddell ree 
innined in her twenty-two months, 
and then returned to the Atlantie 
coast, via the Cape of Good Hove, in 
the old sloop-of-war John Adams, 
long since out of service.

Waddell, and some extra seamen, 
cleared from Liverpool for Nassau. 
The Laurel sailed directiy for the 
island of Madeira, where she awaited 
the Sea King. When the latter was 
seen in the offing the Lavre/ ran out 
to her, and there on the broad ocean 
the purchase aud sale was cousum- 
mated, the Confederate flag hoisted 
over the Sea Num, her name chang- 
el to the n, and she was 
proclaimed a vessel of the navy of 
the Confederate States of America.

Senate.—The usual number of me- 
morials and private bills presented. 

Conklin presented a memorial 
practical steamboat men, and persons 
engaged in navigation, designating 
certain portions in tue steamboat 
laws which should be changed.

The Alabama election 
by which this Legislature was put in, 
was like that in Mississippi. It was 
part of a conspiracy to overthrow the 
lawful government in the South. He 
recognized the Senate of the United 
States as the only body having au- 
thority to inquire into his election 
and his right to a seat in this cham- 
ber. Hetherefore offered a resoiution 
instructing the Committee on Privi- 
leges and Elections to inquire 
whether George E. Spencer, a Sena- 
tor in Congress from the State of 
Alabama, did use or cause to be used 
corrupt practices to secure his elec- 
tion to a seat in the Senate, and au- 
thoriziug said committee to send for 
persons and papers and sit during the 
holiday recess. 

Davis suggested a resolution to lay 
on the table and be printed. 

©onkling said the Senator from 
Alabama had been assailed and he 
asked for an investigation by a Sen- 
ate committee. He hoped the Sena- 
tor from West Virginia would not 
ask a postponement. 

Thurman said he knew nothing 
whatever of the case, but it seemed to 
him that the resolution as drawn 
simply directed an inquiry as to 
whtther the Senator himself had 
used corrupt practices.
